To Dump Junk Mail 


In the Report to Readers-Own- 
ers of East Bay Labor Journal on 
November 26 this statement was 
made:

State Fed's Legislative Program; 
San Diego Is 1955 Convention City 


State Federation News Service 
| Drafting of the state AFL's 1955 legislative program, se- 
lection of San Diego as next year’s convention city, and juris- 
dictional ‘support of the Sailors Union of the Pacific high- 


Thursday and Friday in San 
rancisco. 


The 26-man executive group met 
as a screening committee on state 
legislative proposals adopted at 
the 1953-54 conventions of the 
State Federation. The screening 
system was enacted as state AFL 
policy at the 1953 convention and 
calls for review of legislative reso- 
lutions and policy statements ap- 
proved by corvention action. 


Approval was given all major 
legislative proposals, although in 
several instances, meetings were 
set with resolution sponsors to dis- 
cuss problems of duplication and 
clarity. 

Heart of the state AFL program 
for the 1955 legislative session will 
be the effort to liberalize unem- 
ployment insurance, disability in- 
surance, and workmen’s compen- 
sation laws. 

“In these areas, the AFL will ad- 
vocate increasing maximum week- 
ly benefits to $50.00. The present 
unemployment maximum is $30, 
while disability insurance and 


workmen’s compensation are peg-) 


ged at $35. 

The AFL will also plug for ex- 
tension of unemployment insur- 
ance to agricultural and domestic 
workers, employees of non-profit 
organizations, and city, county, 
and state government workers. 

Other positive points in the AFL 
program will ask for 


Factory Meal Values 
To Stay Same for 1955 


Values of meals served to em- 
ployees as part of their wages will 
be the same during 1955 as they 
have been this year, William A. 
Burkett, director of the California 
Department of Employment, an- 
nounced this week. 

“Meals, when part of the em- 
ployee’s wages, are taxable under 
the California Unemployment In- 
surance Code, even when they are 
served to meet the employer’s con- 
venience,” Burkett explained. “The 
taxable value of meals is $1.15 for 
three meals per day; 25 cents for 
breakfast, 35 cents for lunch, 55 
cents for dinner, and 40 cents for 
a meal not identifiable as either 
breakfast, lunch or dinner.” 

The director pointed out that this 
schedule of values applies only in 
the absence of values stipulated 
in a union agreement, or contract 
of employment, or established in 
compliances with any applicable 
law governing minimum wages.

The Sailors Union [Unions Attacked 


The State Federation of Labor 
on December 8 put out the follow- 
ing press release: 


The California State Federation 
of Labor’s Executive Council last 
Friday voted unanimously to sup- 
port the AFL Sailors Union of the 
Pacific in defense of its “historic 
jurisdiction” in working ship car- 
go. 

Representing more than one 
and a half million AFL workers in 
California, the State Federation 
condemned shipowner and rival 
union attempts to destroy the sail- 
ors’ maritime jurisdiction. 


The threat to AFL maritime jur- 
isdiction came 43 days ago in San 
Pedro when members of the inde- 
pendent International Longshore- 
men’s and Warehousemen’s Union 
refused to work the freighter 
PACIFICUS when the SUP was 
given certain cargo assignments 
on the vessel. The ILWU yester- 
day reversed its position and 
agreed to work the ship. 

State AFL action in support of 
the SUP was taken following a 
review of the PACIFICUS dispute 
by Harry Lundeberg, secretary of 
the Sailors Union of the Pacific 
and vice president of the Califor- 
nia State Federation of Labor, 


Army to Ask Big Pay 
Raise for Personnel 


Washington—Secretary of the 
Army Robert T. Stephens said the 
Defense Department will ask Con- 
gress next January for a “substi- 
tute pay raise” for military per- 
sonnel, 

Rep. Carl Vinson (D., Ga.) who 
will head the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee in the new Con- 
gress, announced the pay raise 
proposal would be given No. 1 pri- 
ority of consideration by his 
group. ; 

It is expected that the raise will 
average about 10 percent, but an 
attempt will be made to give spe- 
cial consideration to those who 
make military service a career and 
the rates will vary with individ- 
uals, rank and length of service. 

In a speech before the Retired 
Officers Association, Secretary 
Stephens said the Army also would 
propose legislation to Congress to 
increase survivor benefits to fam- 
ilies of those in service, to provide 
more reliable medical care for de- 
pendents, to grant allowances for 
service families making a perman- 
ent change of station and to give 
tax exemptions on retirement pay.

RICHMOND, Va. (AFL News)— 
A new anti-labor attack was 
launched at a luncheon meeting 
of the Virginia Chamber of Com- 
merce here by Rep. William Tuck 
(D., Va.), the former Governor 
and author of the State’s so-called 
“right-to-work” law. 

Tuck demanded that Govern- 
ment officials should be forbidden 
to deal with, recognize or bargain 
with any union representing Gov- 
ernment employes. 

The inveterate labor-hater 
charged that unionization of Gov- 
ernment employes creates a _ ten- 
dency “on the part of the public 
servant to defy the constituted au- 
thorities and rely upon the power 
of the union to compel the grant- 
ing of his or her demands.” 

Tuck, himself, has openly defied 
the recent ruling of the U. S. Su- 
preme Court barring segregation 
in the public schools, 

He told the meeting that when 
he became a member of the House 
Post Office and Civil Service Com- 
mittee last year, he was “amazed 
to learn that so many of the Fed- 
eral employes are members of 
these labor unions and I hope that 
some legislation may be worked 
out whereby the evils from this 
situation may be corrected. There 
is no place in the ranks of Gov- 
ernment employment for these un- 
ions.” 

Tuck failed to cite a single in- 
stance of any action by any Gov- 
ernment employe union to match 
his own defiance of the consti- 
tuted authority of the Supreme 
Court.

Washington — gi American 
Federation of Labor has an- 
nounced it will sponsor a nightly 
radio news program 
over 175 stations of the American 
Broadcasting Company next year, 
with Edward P. Morgan as com- 
mentator. 

Morgan is resigning as Director 
of News for the Columbia Broad- 
casting System to join the ABC 
news staff and take over his new 
post. 

“Mr. Morgan has established an 
outstanding reputation for objec- 
tive news reporting and keen an- 
alysis of national and internation- 
al events”, AFL President George 
Meany said. 

The new program, broadcast 
from Washington, beginning Jan. 
3, will be heard “live” here on sta- 
tion KGO (810 on the dial) at 7 
p.m. It will be carried Monday 
through Friday over more stations 
than the current AFL news pro- 
gram on the Mutual network, 
which will be discontinued at the 
end of the year. 

Harry Flannery, who has been 
.Jserving as commentator on the 
.|AFL’s current radio news program 
over Mutual on a temporary basis, 
will return in January to his reg- 
ular assignment as editor of the 
News-Reporter, the AFL’s week- 
ly publication. 


Personal Income Shows 
Drop of $700 Millions 


Washington—(AFL News)—Per- 
sonal income dropped in October 
by an annual rate of $700 million 
to $286 billion, the Commerce De- 
partment reported. The income 
rate was off $1.9 billion compared 
with October a year ago. 

The decline was due chiefly to 
a decrease in farm earnings. In- 
come from nonfarm sources con- 
tinued to improve with a slight 
advance in _ factory  payrolls— 
largely in the automobile industry 
—and larger Social Security pay- 
ments. 


y -agricultural employment on 
brid Pacific Coast declined season- 
to 5,121,000 in mid-October, 
ry 30,000 from the previous 
month, according to Max D. Kos- 
soris, Western Regional Director 
of the U. S. Department of Labor’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. This 
year’s October level was 87,000 be- 
low that of last year. 

California with three-fourths of 
the Coast’s employment laid off 
16,000 between September and Oc- 
tober. Oregon dropped to 471,000, 
down 11,000 from September, and 
Washington settled to 750,000, 
down 3,000 from the previous 
month. 

Manufacturing employment 
dropped tq 1,413,700 in October, 
down 33,000 from September. Cali- 
fornia reported 1,061,900 employed 
in manufacturing. Washington 
203,500, and Oregon 148,300. Manu- 
facturing employment on the Coast 
was 45,000 (3.1 percent) down from 


October of last year. Main de- 
creases were in seasonal food pro- 
cessing (31,600) in all three states, 
and in aircraft (3,600) in Califor- 
nia and Washington. These reduc- 
tions in force were partly offset in 
other industries. Employment in 
lumber production increased con- 
tra-seasonally to 205,000, up 4,400 
from September due to the return 
of workers who were out on strike 
the previous month. 

Contract construction laid off 
1,900 between mid-September and 
mid-October, bringing the Coast 
total down to 312,500. New hires 
amounting to about 2,000 in Cali- 
fornia were more than offset by 
separations {in Washington and 
Oregon. Employment in this in- 
dustry was 10 percent under Octo- 
ber a year ago. 

Wholesale and retail trade in- 
creased only slightly, 0.1 percent, 


over September and totalled 1,162,- 
000 in October, 


Report Shows Minimum Pay Increase 
Had Substantial Effect on Wages 


The minimum wage increase 
from 40 to 75 cents an hour in Jan- 
uary 1950 had substantial effects 
on wages over the nation, acording 
to a report, “Results of the Mini- 
mum Wage Increase of 1950”, pre- 
pared by the U.S. Department of 
Labor’s Wage and Hour and Pub- 
lic Contracts Divisions. 


Referring to the study, John R. 
Dille, the Divisions’ Regional Di- 
rector for the Western states, re- 
vealed that the new minimum 
brought direct pay increases to 1.3 
million workers. He said the data, 
based chiefly on surveys made two 
months after the new rate went 
into effect, show that these pay in- 


creases narrowed differences in| 


earnings of workers in lower and 
higher paying jobs, and contracted 


wage gaps between lower and 
higher paying plants, industries} 
and areas. 


After mid-1950, following United| 


Nations intervention in Korea, the 


of poorer paid workers tended to 
fall behind earnings of better paid 
workers in the ensuing inflation- 
ary period. 

Thus it would appear, he pointed 
out, that the relative advantage 
which lower wage workers gain 
from minimum wage legislation 
may soon be reduced, in times of 
inflation, by factors favoring 
higher paid workers. 

Dille said the report proceeds to 
suggest the value of “Periodic Re- 
view” of the minimum wage, in 
order to prevent the earnings of 
lower wage workers from lagging, 
especially when a sharp inflation- 
jary upturn raises pay rates and 
consumers’ prices to a higher sus- 
tained level.

Washington Is 


Fast Becomi 


Labor Capital of the Nation 


WASHINGTON 
only is Washington the Nation’s 
political capital, but it is fast, be- 
coming the Nation’s labor capital, 

Already more than fifty labor 
organizations have their national 
headquarters here in Washington 
and the movement to the Capital 
is by no means over. 

With four new buildings either 
under construction or well ad- 
vanced on the drawing board and 
waiting for ground to be broken, 
Washington is having its own la- 
bor building boom. 

In a city of beautiful buildings 
both old and new labor union 
headquarters are adding to the 
beauty of the city and giving it a 
new skyline worthy of many of 
the loveliest of public buildings, 
jembassies and private homes, 
which now make the national cap- 
ital one of the nation’s greatest 
tourist attractions. 

For many years the AFL, the 
CIO, the Mineworkers, the Ma- 
chinists and other unions have 
made Washington their national 
|headquarters, Their buildings in 
the heart of the city, many of 
them midway between the White 
House and the Capitol quickly be- 
came known as news centers and 
symbols of the growing strength 
of organized labor. 


| MOVEMENT GROWS. 


Since World War II this move- 
ment toward Washington, the 
heart of so much legislation of vi- 
tal concern to labor, has increased 
and within the next year or two 
will be marked by the erection of 
some of the finest and most mod- 
ern buildings in the Capital. 

The AFL will soon move from 
‘its present headquarters which it 
has long since outgrown to anew 
$3,500,000 building only a short dis- 
tance from the White House. The 
new building will be on famous 
16th Street next to St. John’s 
Church long known as the Church 
of the Presidents, and will be a 
short distance from famous La- 
fayette Square. ; 

CIO headquarters, formerly 
j}owned by the CIO Steelworkers, is 
ja well-known Washington build- 
jing facing on Lafayette Square. It 
|has only recently been remodeled. 
|Its rear windows look out on the 
backyard of Blair House, one of 
Washington’s most historic old 
homes which is now owned by the 
Government and is used to house 
distinguished guests of the gov- 
| ernment. 

Not far from the New House 
Office Building “on the _ Hill,” 
which is Washington's way of re- 
ferring to the Capitol itself, is the 
building which houses “Labor,”

Thinks About GOP 
And Hucksterism 


Labor: Railmen’s Weekly 


What do Washington newsmen 
really think of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration? These are the men 
who know best what’s actually hap- 
pening in Washington. But you 
won't often discover their true 
opinions by reading the stories they 
file with their newspapers. Usually 
it’s only when they’re writing for 
their own colleagues that they set 
down freely what they think. 

Anthony Leviero, crack Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New 
York Times, did that recently in an 
article for the International Press 
Institute, an organization of free- 
world journalists. Leviero covers 
the White House. 

“The Eisenhower 
tion’s extravagant claims that it], 
was sweeping great numbers of |’ 
subversives out of the govern- 
ment,” Leviero reported, created 
“perhaps the first concerted 
change of mood of the press to- 
ward the new Administration. 

“For more than three months,” 


\he recalled, “the press had to be- 
|siege the Administration, at White 


House news conferences and else- 
where, before there was any of- 


\ficial admission that the (‘security 


risk’) figures were substantially 
false. The press corps cracked the 
issue, proving that a substantial 
number of the figures, as well as 
the name-calling, was wrong. 

“For the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration the lesson should have 
been that huckstering does not 
pay. (But) these techniques had 
proved successful in the 1952 pres- 
idential campaign and the new 
regime thought it could get away 
with more even in statecraft. 

“President Eisenhower shocked 
many editors with his personal 
order directing the Atomic Energy 
Commission to make a power con- 
tract with a particular private 
power company, instead of having 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
supply the additional power. (That 
is, the Dixon-Yates deal.) 

“Many Washington newsmen be- 
lieve that this unusual act, favor- 
ing a particular company at the 
lexpense of TVA and the taxpay- 
ers, has not received nearly as 
hard an editorial drubbing as it 


| would have if Truman had ordered 


the deal.”

ment at Harvard, and published in the New Republic, show 
that in such supposedly conservative States as Ohio and Iowa 
the Democrats made real gains in the Legislatures. Ohio has 
14 more Democrats in the Legislature than it had before the 
election, Iowa has 15 more. 

In California there are 9 more Democrats in the Legisla- 
ture, 3 of them in the Senate, and 6 in the Assembly. 

It is of course true that not every Republican is as reac- 
tionary as Knight, Knowland, or Kuchel, but certainly in the 
38 States outside the Solid South the Democrats on the whole 
stand for a much more liberal and pro-labor policy than do 
the Republicans. So it’s encouraging to know that the Demo- 
crats in those 38 States made such gains—especially at a time 
when the compulsory open shop, miscalled the right-to-work 
bill, is being pressed by reactionaries. 


Secretary Mitchell's Kind Words 


Secretary of Labor Mitchell has come out against the 
compulsory open shop law proposals which are sure to turn 
up in many State Legislatures. He goes so far as to suggest 
that the 17 States which have already passed these miscalled 
right-to-work laws should reconsider their action. 

We appreciate Mr. Mitchell's kind words, but it was Sec- 
retary of Commerce Sinclair Weeks, not Secretary Mitchell, 
whom the National Association of Manufacturers recently 
singled out as “NAM's Man of the Year.’ And Weeks comes 
very close to being the real boss of the Department of Labor, 
since the NAM is the real heavyweight influence in Ike's 
Administration. 

The California State Chamber of Commerce listened at- 
tentively the other day when Bill Barton, labor-buster for the 
National Chamber of Commerce, said: 


“I believe all 48 States should enact the open shop into law.” 


Barton was plain-spoken, you see. He didn't call it a 
right-to-work law, or a help-the-poor law. He called a spade 
a spade, the dagger a dagger. 

California is one of the 31 States in which this scheme to 
smash unionism has not been enacted into law. So in the com- 
ing session of the Legislature, California labor is going to be 
on the alert for the first sign of the wielding of that dagger.
